MR. EDITOR :—Tn a copy of the "Star" of ihe 


12th inst. received by me this morning. I find a 
communication over the signature of the Chair- 
man of the Faculty of the Theological Semi- 
nary at Gettysburg, in relation to the disease 
which recently prevailed in that institution. 
As 


that communication contains an unauthorized 
mention of my name, ascribing to me, from hear- 
say, partial views in relation to the causes of the 
epidemic, I consider it due to myself to state such 
additional facts, and make such explanations as 
will place in their proper light, my opinions upon 
a subject interesting to all friends of the Institution. 


I. In the winter'of 18-11-2 the Seminary edifice 


was visited by a similar epidemic, when ilie whole 
number of cases was twenty-eight, of which one 
terminated fatally. 


II. In the recent visitation, nineteen of the in- 


mates of the Seminary took the fever. Of these, 
thirteen sickened in the edifice, four of whom 
died. Three went to town and passed through 
the fever safely. The remaining three took, tne 
disease after their departure for Home. 


III. 'i here was no epidemic prevalence of any 


similar disease in the the town or neighborhood 
during the two periods referred to. There wore 
on both occasions as well ns during intervening 
years a few scattered cases of nnalagous disease. 


IV. During both epidemics, none of the Phy- 


sicians, nurses or attendants residing out of the 
Seminary edifice contracted the disease. 
The 


Professors of both Institutions, a considerable 
number of the students, residing in the Coliegu ed- 
ifice and town, and numerous friends of the^sick, 
visited them frequently ; the latter sitting up with 
them and waiting upon them, and among all these 
there occurred but one case of the disease. 


V. Pennsylvania College, only half a mile dis- 


tant from the Seminary, not so elevated in situa- 
tion, its rooms not so spacious, with twice the 
number of inmates, although occupied since A. 
D. 1837, has never been visited by any epidemic, 
nor a single case of like character, during either 
period of the disease. 


VI. The location of the Seminary is undoubt- 


edly as healthy as any other in the County.
